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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendment to claim designating the solution to be a liquid requires further search and consideration. 
Applicant's argument is based on the amendment to the claim after the final office action stating a liquid solution. But since Nguyen 
teaches solid solution, which meets the limitations of finally rejected claim 1, applicant's arguments is not persuasive. Regarding 
applicant's arguments that the claimed composition spontaneously forms an aqueous liquid, homogeneous, stable composition of non- 
crystalline particles when contacted with an aqueous medium and Nguyen does not provide direction on how to prepare such a solution, it 
is noted that claimed product spontaneously forming an aqueous, liquid, homogeneous, stable composition of non-crystalline particles when 
contacted with an aqueous medium is a characteristic of the composition and the composition of Nguyen would also be capable of doing 
that when placed in contact with an aqueous medium. Also applicant's arguments that Grebow does not cure the deficiencies of Nguyen 
as it relates to liquid solution is not persuasive because liquid solution is in the non-entered amended claim 1 and Grebow was relied upon 
for teaching that modafinil composition can be encapsulated and not for teaching liquid solution. 
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
